ACTIVIST 

The Office of Federal Contract 
Compliance, the agency monitor- 
ing job policies of federal contrac- 
tors，has a_new activist director， 
former Labor Department and 
Tights specialist Lawrence Lorber. 
He has targeted insurance compa- 
nies and banks because they are 
the fastest growing sectors of the 
private economy. “We are going. 
for the biggest impact in terms of 
jobs; ”ELEorber said . 

In in8 Witbtkis decision，the 
agency is negotiating with Pru- 
dential Insurance Company of 
America for a possible consent 
agreement on new hiring，promo- 
tion and assignment policies for 
minorities and women. The agen- 
cy tackled Prudential first in the 
hope that the rest of the industry 
wouldq follow the leader. 


According to Lorber, the agen- 
cy turned its attention from basic 
manufacturing to white-collar 
jobs after a staff study disclosed 
widespread discrimination 


-RESTRICTED 

The study found that life insur- 
ance companies assign sales people 
to territories on the basis of race or 
ethnic group， restricting .black 
sales people to black neighbor- 
hoods or Italians to Italiarf neigh- 
borhoods. It also_ reported that 
women iD banks and insurance 
companies remain in clerical and 
]ow-level managerial jobs， 

Although the agency can de- 
clare a company ineligible to re- 
ceive federal contracts or seek a 
court injunction for failure to im- 
plement affirmative action pro- 
grams， 过 .does not have the re- 
SOUIces to carTyY out its work， 


With 1800 officers scattered in 
17 other agencies, it cannot mon- 
itor all of the estimated 250,000 
employers that hold federal con- 
tracts. Sommie contractors have Dot 
met a compjliance officer in the 11 
years since the agency was cre- 
ated，Only 12 companies have 
been ruled ineligible for federal 
Contracts， 

PROBLEMS 

In moving from manufacturing 
to _ white-collar companies，the 
agency faces serious problems， It 


cannot even consider ruling an in- 
surance company that is a major 
medicare or medicaid carrier in- 
eligible,because the result would 
wreak havoc. The alternative is 
usingthe much slower court route. 
Another problem is that no one 
has yet ruled whether banks are 
technically contractors and there- 
fore subject to federal affirmative 
action requirements， 


The most serious difficulty in 
enforcing compliance from blue 
and ”white-collar employers is 
dealing with the 17 other agencies 
involved in affirmative action， 
The Defense Department，for in- 
stance，Supervises most manufac- 
turing jobs, the Health 下 qucation 
and Welfare Department super- 
vises _ university jobs;，and so on 
down the line，Moreover，these 
agencies vary widely in their in- 
terest in affirzmative action. 从 
forthcoming report by the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office is expected 
to be highly critical of the Treas- 
Ury Department's regulation of 
bank hiring and Promotion prac- 
tices， 

This jurisdictional tangle riles 
employers，who say 让 spawns 
confusing regulations and contra- 
dictory decisions， 


“In a large respect，the .critics 
are Tight,”Lorber said.“The reg- 
ulations have grown in patchwork 


fashion and there's not a whole lot 
of sophistication out there [in the 
individual compliance units]. We 
have to find the few strong com- 
pliance officers and ride on their 
strengths. Meanwhile, the confu- 
sion has turned this area into 3a 
consultants dream.

There are plans for an overhaul 
of affirmative action regulations，

set hiring goals nor request annual 
reviews of companies” affirmative 
action plans, It will act only when 
直 _ receives an individual com- 
plaint.

A frequent suggestion that all 
enforcementbe consolidated with- 
in the Labor Department runs 
into protests from both business 
and civil rights groups，Consoli- 
dation might make sense，Lorber 
said，but first the agency must 
learn more about its own opera- 
tions.“We dont even know how 
many employers we cover,”he 
adds. 回 


U.S.-CHINA TRADE: FROM BULL TO BEAR

SAN FRANCISCO (PNS) 
The lack of progress toward norT- 

malizing diplomatic and commer- 
cial ties between the U.S. and the 
People's Republic of China has 
virtually corralled the once bullish 
prospects for booming trade be- 
tween the two Pacific Basin 
PoWers. Following Richard Nix- 
on's historic visit to China in 1972， 
trade between the two nations 
zoomed from nothing to $922 
million in 1974 (about 85 percent 
of which was U.S. sales to China， 
including substantial grain sales). 
Erom this _ evidence，one study 
confidently predicted China 
would displace Japan as this 
country's principal Asian trading 
partner by the end of the century， 

But last year the boom went 
bust. U.S.-China trade declined 


口 | almost 50 percent to $475 million 


in 1975 as China cut the trade 
imbalance down to a 4-6 ratio. 
And the high prices and shortages 
of many traditional Chinese ex- 
port items at the April-May 
Canton Trade Fair make it un- 
likely 1976 will see much improve- 
Inent. 

The decline of those once-rosy 
trade prospects is traceable dir- 
ectly to Watergate and the de- 
clining fortunes of Richard Nixon， 
chief architect of U.S.-China de- 
tente， 

With Nixzon driven from office， 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
shifted diplomatic attention to 
Soviet detente rather than pursue 
with China three key issues stand- 
ing in the way of increased U.S.- 
China trade， The issues to be 
resolved are frozen assets (Prop- 
erty seized on both sides during 
the Korean War), reciprocal most- 
favored-nation status (which 
would lower U.S. tariffs on Chi- 
nese goods) and full diplomatic 
recognition (requiring the U.S. to 
close one embassy in Taipei and 
open another in Peking). 

OPTIMISM 

But .despite these RS 
determined optimists outnumber 
pessimists among China traders 
and observers here. Chinese trade 


officials show a growing appre- 
ciation of the U.S. as both market 
and source，.according to those 
who do business with them . 

Robert Comperts，a board 
member of the California Council 
for International Trade who has a 
special personal interest in China， 
says，“The potential still exists，but 
there Was excessive optimism as to 
what the market might be thats 
been replaced by a more realistic 
view.” 

Nowhere in the U.9， was the 
renewal of contact with China 
more optimistically received than 
in San Francisco，home of the 
West Coasts largest Chinese com- 
munity and of educational and 
civic_ institutions that refused to 
ignore theP.R.C. after 1949. 

San Francisco also has more 
than its share of merchants， 
bankers and industrialists com- 
mitted to _ making it the hub of 
Pacific Basin trade. 

Since the thaw， San Fran- 
ciscos Chamber of Commerce has 
promoted the citys Chinese con- 
nectio,ns aggressively. It has hos- 
ted P.R.C, trade tsams and，last 
May，it sent to China the first 
official business delegation from 


any U.S$. city，including top mens 


from- Foremost-McKesson (drugs， 


food，chemicals)， Bechtel (con- 
struction engineers)，the Bank of 
America andqd Pacific Far 下 ast 
Lines (PEFETI). 

Bank of America，barred from 
direct commercial ties with China 
by the frozen assets problem，looks 
forwardto financing future qdevel- 
opment projects as well as trade.

NOT READY 

The Chinese，however，appear 
to want full qiplomatic recogni- 
tion as part of any settlement of 
outstanding issues that would 
allow expanded economic rela- 
tions，Eord and Kissinger arent 
ready for that. Normal relations 
between the U.S$. and China won't 
automatically create vast new 
opportunities _ for would-be ex- 
porters to China.

Asia Will Unite the World 


TOKYO 一 China,，Japan,，Kor- 
ea and Vietnam will eventually 
form an axis round which the 
whole world will unite. 

But unless mankind heeds the 
Spiritual philosophies of ancient 
China which preach self-mastery， 
the oneness of man and the 
universe，and _ universal love，a 
ruthless world dictator may rise to 
impose global totalitarianism 
“with atrocious acts of injustice.” 

These are among the last major 
Pronouncements of British his- 
torian Arnold Toynbee，who died 
last year at the age of 86. 

Toynbee s views on the future of 
the world and on a wide range of 
issues Such' as suicide and euthen- 
asia (he approved of both) are 
published posthumously in “the 
Toynbee-Ikeda Dialogue 一 
Man Himself Must Choose”(Ko- 
dansha International Ltd.)，ac- 
cording to Reuters. 

CONVERSATION 

The book is based on conversa- 
tions held in London over a period 
of several days between Toynbee 
and Daisaku Ikeda,， 47，leader of 
the Soka Gakkai，a crusading 
Japanese Buddhist sect. 

Toynbee argued that war had 
been a congenital disease of civil- 
ization ever Since human 
communities first produced the 
economic Surplus necessary to 
wage it 5,000 years ago，As an 
institution， war could only be 
repjaced by World.goXernment,，，。 

Mankinds survival depended 
on worldwide technological coop- 
eration but even this was being 
paralyzed by the partition of the 
globe among 140 discordant sov- 
ereign local states. 

“It therefore seems likely that 
SoOoner or jater, the modern world 
will be unified politically by the 
dictatorial method by which 
Chiin Shih Huang-ti unified Chi- 
na in the third century B.C. when 
the Chinese People had become 
sick and tired of the turbulent 
conditions of the warring states,” 
he said 

UNITY 

9ince the collapse of the ancient 
Roman 了 mpire，the Western 
world had never regained its pol- 
itical unity, although ithad united 
the world technologically，econ- 
omically and to some extent cul- 
turally， ， 

With a nationalistic rather than 
ecumenical tradition，the VWests 
influence had been divisive，while 
the countries of Eastern Asia 一 In- 
dia, Pakistan and the Middle East 
一 were too backward economi- 
cally and too chaotic politically to 
contribute to world peace，- 

也 astern Asia，however，had a 
number of historical assets that 
might enable it to become the 
geographical and cultural axis for 
the unification of the whole 
World. 

ENMPIRE 

Toynbee listed these as: 

1. The Chinese people's ex- 
perience during the last 21 cen- 
turies of maintaining an empire 
that is a regional model for a 
literally world-wide state. 

2. The ecumenical spirit with 
which the Chinese”have been 
imbued during this long chapter 
of Chinese history， 

3. The humanism of the Con- 
fucian Philosophy of Life.， 

4. The rationalism of both Con- 
fucianism and Buddhism ， 

5. The sense of mystery of the 


universe and the recognition that 
human attempts to dominate the 
universe are self-defeating. 

6. The conviction that far from 
trying to dominate nonhumian 
nature，man's aims should be to 
live in harmony with 进 . 

7. The demonstration by the 
Japanese people that it is possible 
for East Asian people to beat the 
Western peoples at their own 
modern game of applying science 


to both civilian and military tech-“ 


nology， 
COURACE 

8. The courage shown by:both 
the Japanese and the Vietnamiese 
in daring to challenge the VWest. 

“This courage “will， 工 hope， 
Survive to be dedicated in the next 
chapter of mankind's history to 
the constructive enterprise of help- 
ing mankind to put its affairs in 
order peacefully，Toynbee said. 


It was conceivable, he added,， 


that a “premonition of the future 
political role of China ”was the 
cause of the surprising world- 
wide prestige accorded to China 
in Spite of the fact that in military 
and economic terms 让 was no- 
where near being a superpower 
like the United States or the Soviet 
Union， 

Ikeda pointed out that China 
hadqd renounced any intention of 
seeking world hegemony.

depressed six to eight months after 
their arrival， And Vietnamese 
children，seen by mental health 
Professionals, are angry and frigh- 
tened by kind but unfamiliar 
American foster parents，Ssays DTr， 
Jean Carlin, associate dean of psy- 
chiatry at UC Irvine. 

According to a Los Angeles 
Times report, Dr. Carlin said, at a 
Miami Beach meeting of the 
American Psychiatric Association， 
that theVietnamese refugees start- 
ed _ having “horrendous night- 
mares，mainly violent dreams in 
which their relatives or friends 
were being killed in Vietnam.,” 


HAUNTED 

Calling the dreams “normal 
and healthy,”Dr. Carlin predict- 
ed that for most refugees, the de- 
pression and nightmares would 
last perhaps 12 to 18 months and 
then disappear.“But some are So 
haunted and depressed that they 
need professional heljp.… 

One such case is that of a refu- 
gee from Cambodia who operated 
a _refreshment shop ip the Long 
Beach area.“He's doing well， but 
is beginning to dream of his moth- 
er being killed at home, And he 
cant find out whether or not she 
really is dead or alive， Dr. Carlin 
Said， 

Many American foster parents 
have discovered to their amaze- 
ment that some Vietnamese chil- 
dren were stealing and hoarding 
food，or lying，cheating and，in 
general， withdravwing in “apathy. 
A number have had trouble with 
School work，a problem exacer- 
bated by language difficulties，A 
few Vietnamese adolescents have 
even attempted suicide. 

According to UC Davis child 
psychiatrist Irving Berlin， “Some 
of these children were so hurt by 
their grief，years of separation 
from dead parents，by terror and 
war experiences, they may not be 
salvageable by individual adop- 
tive parents. In some cases, only a 
therapeutic group-living situation 
can piovide an answer,” 

DEPRESSION 

Two Navy child psychiatrists， 
Drs，Richard Harding and John 
Looney, talked about instances of 
severe depression and mental 计 - 
ness a year ago in Camp Pendle- 
ton，temporary home for many 
newly arrived refugees. 

“A 14-year-old boy cut his wrists 
and a teenage girl had a psychotic 
episode，Only then were health 
5 Harding 
Said. 

Civilian administrators Presum- 
ably kept the news quiet to avoid 
embarrassing anyone，it was Sug- 
gested. 

Most Vietnamese in the camps 
reportedly adjusted - well， espe- 
cially children with families. 
However，the“high-risk”Ppeople 
were the 500 or so children from 
18 months to 18 years old，who 
apparently came with their fami- 
lies，but later.turned out to have 
come with other refugee families 
OF friends， 

Many of these children who 
lacked the stabilizing influence of 
families were “significantly de- 
Pressed,”Looney said. 

One，a _ bright，appeajling 13- 
year-old boy，wrote letters to ev- 
eryone he met on his way to the 
United States,，asking for money， 
When letters arrived with money， 


he _ would write back saying they 
had never arrived. 


TOMBSTONE 

Later，growing depressed，he 
made a mock tombstone, placed 让 
at the foot.of his bed and 1lay 
down quietly before 过 with his 
arms crossed， His “tombstone”

All the psychiatrists called for 
pooling data，research and infor- 
mation on the psychological prob- 
lems of Vietnamese refugees，call- 
ing 让 “vital，urgent 一 and totally 
neglected so far,… 


REINVENTED 

“There is no central agency 
deajling with these problems,， said 
Dr. Wiliam Liu，a La Jolla psy- 
chologist.“Every time there is an 
emergency, the wheel must be re- 
invented al over again. No effort 
is made to use what we learned 
from the experience of the Japa- 
nese-Americans and the Jewish 
refugees in World War II， 


The psycehiatrists said a federal 
agency should be astablished to 
coordinate all work and research 
on refugees，Vietnamese and oth- 
erIS， 口 


New York Phone 
Extortionist 
Arraigned Again 


NEW YORK 一 A man senten- 
ced to prison two years ago after 
being convicted of extorting mon- 
ey from Chinese American bus- 
inessmen Was arraigned again 
May 18 in Brooklyn_ Criminal 
Court on similar charges，accord- 
ing to theLong Island Press， 

The suspect，Nector Cruz，35， 
had been sentenced on January， 
1974, to up to five years iD Prison 
after he was convicted of trying to 
extort $500 for a Queens Village 
architect and $500 from a Jamaica 
]aundry owner， 

Police said that Cruz，a former 
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policeman in Puerto Rico，was 
sent to Walkill State Prison where 
he was allowed to join a work 
rehabilitation program and then 
was paroled last year. 

Cruz was picked up May 18 by 
a special police task force as he 
allegedqly tried to _ pick up an 
envelope containing $200 in front 
of a Fulton Street store，Ppolice 
said 

According to police, Cruz is Sus- 
pected of extorting more 让 han 
$5,000 from 21 businessmen in 
Brooklyn， mainly Chinese- 
Americans and Syrian Jews, since 
his release from Prison， 

NMETHOD 

Police said that the method used 
by the extortionist paralleled the 
same method Cruz used in 
Cueens : 

The extortionist would go to a 
pay phone near the victim s place 
of business，call the victim's home 
and after identifying himself as a 
telephone repairman ask a family 
member to place the receiver o 仁 
the hook for 30 minutes. 

Then he would telephone the 
businessman and declare that he 
had the victim's wife and kidqs as 
hostages，he would demand ran- 
soOm ， 

He was originally arrested on 
Aug. 4, 1973 in Queens as he was 
in a phone booth allegedly tele- 
phoning the Queens Village arch- 
itect， 

He was suspected in about 10 
cases in Brooklyn and Queens at 
that time and was convicted of 
two，

“What?2 How can those puny Chinamen build railroads? They 
haven't got the strength,”exclaimed J. H. Strobrldge, superin- 
tendent of the work force on the Central Paclfic Railroad and the 
man in charge of recrulting workers for the transcontinental 
rallroad. 

“TIhey built the Great Wall, didn't they?”was the reply. 

The rest ls familiarhistory. Strobridge agreed to try hiring the 
Chinese, who eventually formed the main laborforce on the con- 
- struction of the iron ralls that Spanned the American continent 
and linked the Atlantic with the Pacific. 

Strobridge had one stereotyped view of Chinese workers, and 
modern white Americans hold others. One major misconception， 
even among many-economists and human resources program 
administrators, ls that the Chinese do not suffer employment- 
related problems. The consensus seems to bethatthe Chinese are 
a“model minorlty”who can take care of themselves in the work 
force and do not need Base Supported employment 
asSistance. 

On the surface, the evidence seems to Support this view. The 
Chinese are, in fact, ahard-working people. Not all Chinese indi- 
vilduals fit this description, of course, but 一 as a result ofcultural 
conditioning and economic necessity 一 this characteristic gener- 
ally applies， Moreover, the Chinese are not burdened by the 
problem',of unemployment per se; unemployment rates for Chi- 
nese men and women are lower than those of their white and 
black counterparts. 

A closer look at the facts and statistical evidence, however， 
indicates that the Chinese face a myriad of other work-related 
problems. Among these are gross Underemployment, especially 
among womeni the inability of recent immigrants 一 even those 
with professional and technical skills 一 to find jobs that utilize 
their abllities; a skewed occupational distribution in which the 
majority of Chinese workers hold a very limited range of jobs; 
and difficultyin enteringsome types of good-paying work. While 
afew programs have been setuptoalleviatethese difficulties,the 
Chinese need more and better assistance to help them move into 
America's economilc mainstream. 

More than for most other ethnic groups in the United States， 
the employment patterns of the Chinese are a product of their 
culture. Their cuisine created for them a major field of employ- 
ment in restaurants and food service, and this sector 一 one char- 
acterlzed by long work hours and low pay 一 is still their single 
most Important employer， Moreover, the characteristics that 
their culture has conslidered virtues 一 industriousness, humility， 
and willingness to _accommodate, for example 一 have worked 
against thelr interest in Upward mobility. By the same token， 
however, thls country's Immigration policies and its attitudes 
toward Chinese Immigrants have also vitally 一 and adversely 一 
affected job opportunities and patterns for this group. 

The first Chinese Immigrants to hit western shores joined the 
“Forty-Niners”who flocked to California during the Gold Rush. 
They were pulled here by the prospect of gold, butthey werealso 
pushed by the impoverished soil of China, which would not yield 
even a marginal livelljhood. 

The first immigrants were able-bodied males whose aim wasto 
earn moneyto take backto China. Mostly small farmers, flshers， 
and tradesmen, they came as“coolies.”Coolie literally means 
bitter strength，and these newcomers brought no assets other 
than the strength of their bodies. 

Atfirst, they worked as gold miners, but they returned to their 


former occupations as Soon as the surface gold began to peter 
out. By the 1880'"s, 75 percent ofall farmhands in California were 
Chinese. And as fishers, they brought up large hauls of fish， 
shrimp, and other seafood from San Francisco Bay to feed the 
hordes Swarming to the West， 

Havingjourneyed 7,000 miles across the Pacific to escape hard 
poverty，the Chinese were willing to work at jobs the whites 
Scorned, and they were willing to work for less. As a result, they 
came to be assoclated with cheap labor. They took jobs building 
the first ships and homes in California. They made shoes and 
fabrics, dug mines, and drained ditches. There was hardly a San 
Francisco industry during those Gold Rush days in which they 
were not found in significant numbers. But then, when the pio- 
neerlng work was done and it became clear that there was not 
enough wealjlth for all who had gone to Californila to seek it, the

Chinese became the target of attacks by those who felt that the 
new immlgrants，throughb their willingness to work for low 
wages, were undermining job opportunities for whites. 


A major campaign was launched to keep the Chinese out of 
this country and to make life intolerable for those already here. 
The Chinese Excluslon Act was passed in 1882, and during the 
next 01 years, Congress passed 13 otherlawsthatvirtually sealed 
the doors against Chinese immigration. The number of immi- 
grants dropped from 40,000 in 1882 to 10 persons only $ years 
later. Formanyyears, the Chinese population 一 bolstered largely 
by illegal entrants 一 hovered around 60,000 to 80,000, anumber 
that would fit comfortably in a modern football stadium jlike 
Miamis Orange Bowl. 

During this time, the Chinese were also taxed out, driven out， 
oOT kept out of many jobs. When the purge ended, they had 
nothing to do except what the whites did not want to do. These 
jobs were washing and ironing, cooking and serving food, and 
waiting on masters and mistresses 一 the kinds of jobs that were 
labeled“womenms work.”Thus, the Chinese were occupationally 
emasculated. They survived largely by operating restaurants and 
laundries among their countrymen. In these jobs, the Chinese 
worked long hours, and the stereotype grew that the Chinese are 
hard and reliable workers who putinlonghours atlowpay with- 
outletup or complaint. The fact was, however,thattheyhad little 


cholce. 


Meoreover，during exclusion，Chinese immigrants Were not 
permitted to become citizens, no matter how long they had lived 
here. They were forbldden by the Alien Land Acts to own land， 
and many States also_ denied them the right to intermarTy. 
Huddled together in Chinatowns，the immigrants had little 
incentive to adopt American ways. 

These laws were repealed in 1943，when China was given a 


quota of 105 immigrants a year. In the next 22 years, a mere 6,055 
Chinese were admitted to this country, and many ofthese did not 
enter underregularquotas but through various refugee reliefacts 
and under the War Brides Act of 1946, which wedged Open the 


door for Chinese women married to men who had served in this : 


country's armed services. In the years immediately after 1947, in 
fact，almost 90 percent of all immigrants were females taking 
their first opportunity to join theirhusbands.The ratio offemale 
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garment factories and restaurants in or near Chinatowns, while 
the native-born and better educated find clerical and sales clerk 
jobs. Professional females gravitate toward teaching and health 
service work. 

The_ Chinese are all but absent from certain types of jobs， 
including the Skilled crafts and saleswork above the clerk level. 
This may resultfromthe proclivitytoward otherfields,exclusion 
by some construction craft unions, and the reluctance ofemploy- 
ers in Sales fields to hire Chinese persons for work that calls for 
extensive dealing with the public. 


Chinese Work Ethic Precludes ldleness 


The range of occupations in which significant numbers of 
Chinese are employed needs to be broadened for two major rea- 
Sons，First，dispersion would enable workers to better utilize 
their individualtalents and skills in whatever fields offerthe most 
personal and economic satisfaction. Second, a broader distribu- 
tion would eliminate the many-eggs-in-a-few-baskets Situation 
that currently makes the Chinese highly vulnerableto any shift in 
the economy or the labor market. Forexample,the Chinese were 
hard hit by the Surplus of teachers which arose lin this country 
several years ago. Similarly,amajorsource ofjobs waslost 0 
the Chinese laundries disappeared. 

Despite Such difficulties, however, the Chinese as a whole do 
not suffer a major unemployment problem largely because they 
are Willing to accept Virtually any job available 一 even low- 
paying work below their skill level. This is often a matter of eco- 
nomic necessity; immigrants have incurred 1arge expenses to 
makethetrans-Pacific journey and to establishthemselves in the 
New World, and an income is essential. Moreover, the Chinese 
work ethic prefers any employment over idleness or public dole. 

Those most likely to be jobless are recent ImImigrants，whose 
greatest obstacle is unfamiliarity with the language and with 
American customs. They do not know how or where to turn for 
help except to their immediate relatives or friends，whose Own 
knowledge of employment opportunities is apt to be limited. 

Moreover，recent immigrants are often barred from jobs 
which require American citizenship or 1ong-time residency and 
from occupations with licensing restrictions. For example,，48 
States and the District of Columbia will not issue graduates of 
foreign pharmacy:schools licenses to Practice. 

Professional health personnel, particularly doctors, also face 
difficulties in getting American credentials. Unable to enter pIi- 
vate practices，they often accept relatively low-paying jobs in 
hospitals. Thisexplains whythe average income for Chinese phy- 
Siclans and dentists Was only $14,719 in 1969,，well below the 
national aveIage. 

Among immigrants lacking skills, males are apt to wind up in 
food service jobs characterlzed by low status, low pay, and long 
hours. Females,as alreadynoted,areapttofind workin garment 
factories or eating or drinking establishments. 

“But so what?”some will say.“It happens to all Imrnigrant 
groups. This is an inevitable part of the transition process.”The 
answWer is that Some Chinese do catch up, but most don't. Statis- 
tics gathered in 1970 showing occupational changes overthe pre- 
vious 5 yearslindicated thatthe Chinese do not move readily from 
onejobfieldtoanother. Theytendto stayput. Forexample, Over 
half the Chinese Workers employed in eatingand drinking places 
had been in thesameindustry 3 years earlier,and most ofthe oth- 
ers had probably not been in this country for 5 years. In short， 
immigrants Who accept employment below their skill or educa- 
tional levels are likely to stay there for some time unless helped 
out of the rut or given a Strong impetus to move. 

Unlike new immigrants, American-born Chinese, who tendto 
be well-educated and fluent in English, generally encounterlittle 
difficulty in finding entry-level professional jobs. Their employ- 


ment Opportunities are enhanced by the stereotype that the Chi- 


nese are diligent and reliable workers. However, the Chinese sel- 


.dom rise to top executive and managerial levels. Hearings before 


the Fair Employment Practices Commission in San Francisco 
revealed that Orientals are conspicuously absent from hligher 
level management jobs in that city, and renowned Chinese engi- 
neering professor James Wei has pointed out that Chinese engi- 
neers do not rise to top management poslitlons ln thelir field. . 


The tendency for the Chinese to get stuck at the middle or 
bottom of the ladder results partly from their cultural condition- 
ing, which stresses humillity and accommodation. Tactics which 
are often Tequnred to get ahead 一 assertivenesS, aggreSSlveness， 
and “blowing one'sownhorrn, ”for Re Stronglyagainst 
the cultural graln. 

But the most flagrantly underemployed are the Chinese 
females who work primarily as. seamstresses，food service 
workers,and clerical workers. Collegeeducated women are often 
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underemployed,， too; for example，20 percent of the Chinese 
women who worked as bank tellers in 1970 had college degrees. 


Suggestions For Solving Problems 


How can the work-related problems of the Chinese be solved'? 
One possible solution ls to establish publicly Supported pro- 
grams to Supplementthose already in existence. The first PTlority 
is English language training which will equip new immigrants to 
step beyond the boundaries of Chinatowns and expand their 
occupational horizons. These people generally cannot afford the 
luxury of full-time schooling, however; they must work. Classes 
Should therefore be held before or after work hours， 

Also needed are expanded tralining programs for the Chinese， 
especlally for the Chinese males. The few programs cuUrrently 
operating stress work In the clerical field. These should be broad- 
ened to include tralining in other areas, partlcularly Skilled work 
such as auto mechanlcs, applliance repalr, and sheet metal work. 

More and better job referral services are also needed by the 
Chinese community， Specifically，in the large Chinatowns， 
branches of the State employment service Should be set up withb 
bilingual personnel who arefully cognizant ofthe language Prob- 
lems and special circumstances of the Chinese， IThese career 
counselors should makeeveryeffortto help the Chinese diversify 
into as many areas of employment as possible. 

A good model for this type of branch offlice ls the State 
employment service in San Francisco's Chinatown, which has a 
staff of approximately 25 employment interviewerS. TIhis office 
receives an average of 500 job applications monthly and man- 
ages to fiil about 150 of these. Yet in New York, which has three 
times as many immigrants as San Francisco, no Simllar employ- 
ment service branch exlsts in Chinatown. 

Chinese women need Special attention to help them break out 
ofthe molds of garment worker, clerical worker,andfood SerVlce 
Worker. Research needs to be done to find out exactly how they 
can be encouraged or prepared to enter a variety of different 
fields. This may mean introducing women to other occupations 
or bringing new industries into or near Chinatowns. The better 
solution would be to help Chinese women go beyond Chinatown 
borders, but this is easier Said than done. Many women accept 
low wages and unpleasant working conditions rather than Ven- 
turing forth. 、 

New molds are also needed for professional workers. 
Counseling which wouldemphasizethelimportance of disperslon 
and offer better labor market information is one possible 
approach. 

In addition, the appropriate authorities should reconsider job 
requirements Such as citizenship and licensingSstipulations which 
Shut large segments ofthe Chinese work force out of certain jobs. 
Often, such requirements do not have any real bearing on an 
individuals ability to perform a _ certain job and serve only to 
eliminate able workers. Another would be to develop a talent 
directory or Skills bank. 

Programs are also _ needed to help subprofessional workers 
move into occupations which they have not been able to enter， 
particularly construction and sales. Encouraging dispersion of 
the Chinese away from ghettos and large Urban centers may also 
help widen Job horizons. 

Finally, we need better research on the conditions and needs of 
the Chinese Americans，and this information Should be 
disseminated to the general public so that old stereotypes and 
preludices will die. 

lt is to their great credit that many Chinese have been able to 
surmount formidable barriers and handicaps and establish them- 
Selves in this country, not merely to Survlive, but to try to forge 
ahead. But those encountering difficulty in achieving full eco- 
nomic freedom deserve help in thelr resettlement; for the greater 
thelir opportunlties, the more they will contribute to OUT society 


as a whole. 口
